I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Third  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  condition  of  the  District. 

The  census  population  in  1901  was  25,368  ;  I  have  now  esti- 
estimated  the  population  at  25,500,  The  area  in  acres  is  3,098.  In 
the  tables  appended  will  be  found  full  statistics  of  births  and 
deaths,  and  the  extent  of  diseases  and  mortality  in  each  of  the 
wards.

These  figures  give  a  Birth  Rate  of  25  2  per  thousand,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  28  7  per  thousand  in  1902,  25-0  per  thousand  in  1901, 
and  27 -o  per  thousand  in  1900. 

The  Deaths  numbered  424,  as  compared  with  451  in  1902  and 
464  in  1901  ;  but  to  these  must  be  added  18  deaths,  occurring  in 
Public  Institutions  outside  the  District,  of  persons  belonging  to 
the  District,  making  the  total  deaths  at  all  ages  442.  They  were

Hall  Ward,  and  the  highest  in  Radcliffe  Bridge  Ward.  Last  year 
the  highest  was  in  Black  Lane  Ward. 

Infantile  Mortality. — The  deaths  of  Children  under  5  years 
of  age  numbered  156,  as  compared  with  174  in  1902  Of  these  156 
deaths,  97  were  under  one  year,  as  compared  with  1 15  in  1902.

It  is  very  gratifying  to  find  the  Infantile  Mortality  so  low,  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  will  be  a  permanent  feature  in  future 
reports.  No  doubt  the  absence  of  summer  heat  has  been  a  factor 
in  producing  the  fall  ;  still,  I  think  with  increasing  facilities  for  in¬ 
struction  in  nursing,  mothers  of  children  are  becoming  more  alive 
to  their  duties  as  mothers,  and  are  more  ready  than  formerly  to 
supply  their  infants  with  food  suitable  for  their  age.

During  the  year  243  cases  of  Infectious  diseases  were  notified 
as  compared  with  182  cases  in  1902. 

Small-pox.  Sixteen  cases  of  Small-pox  were  notified  ;  all 
recovered.  These  cases  were  distributed  over  the  whole  district  as 
follows  : — 3  in  Black  Lane  Ward  ;  6  in  Radcliffe  Hall  Ward  ;  3  in 
Radcliffe  Bridge  Ward,  and  4  in  Stand  Lane  Ward.  I  am  glad  to 
state  that  we  are  in  a  much  better  position  now  to  cope  with  this 
disease,  being  co-partners  with  other  Districts  in  Ainsworth 
Hospital.  Thus  we  can  immediately  isolate  those  unfortunate 
enough  to  contract  this  fever,  without  asking  favours  of  anyone. 

Scarlet  Fever.  129  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  as 
compared  with  46  cases  in  1902,  6  cases  in  1901  and  15 1  cases  in 
1900.  Five  deaths  occurred.  The  disease  is  of  a  mild  type,  not 
recognized  by  parents  until  others  have  been  infected.  Thanks  to 
the  amalgamation  of  Radcliffe  and  other  Districts  with  Bury,  we 
have  now  also  the  means  of  immediate  isolation  of  those  suffering 
from  the  principal  fevers  other  than  Small-pox,  at  the  Florence 
Nightingale  Hospital.  This  has  been  largely  taken  advantage  of 
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during  the  last  six  months,  and  I  feel  sure  that  the  treatment  there, 
with  constant  medical  supervision  and  efficient  nursing,  will,  in 
many  cases,  be  much  more  preferable  to  that  prevailing  in  the 
different  homes,  and  will  tend  greatly  to  the  diminution  of  infec¬ 
tious  diseases  in  the  future. 

Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup.  25  cases  were  notified 
as  compared  with  42  cases  in  1902  and  53  cases  in  1901.  14  of  the 

25  cases  occurred  in  Radcliffe  Hall  Ward.  There  were  seven  deaths 
as  compared  with  10  in  1902. 

Enteric  Fever.  25  cases  were  notified,  with  4  deaths,  as 
compared  with  47  cases  and  7  deaths  in  1902.  The  greatest  number 
of  notifications  came  this  year  from  Black  Lane  Ward.  This  un¬ 
enviable  position  had  been  held  for  the  preceding  three  years  by 
Radcliffe  Hall  Ward.  I  would  again  suggest  to  the  Council  that 
Ventilating  Shafts  be  more  extensively  employed  ;  that  the  man¬ 
holes  be  cleaned  periodically  and  effectively,  and  above  all,  that  the 
Water  Carriage  system  be  substituted  where  at  all  possible,  for  the 
Midden  privies.  I  lay  great  stress  on  the  last  suggestion  as  in  my 
opinion  the  system  mentioned  is  as  great  a  safeguard  against 
Enteric  Fever  as  Vaccination  is  against  Small-pox. 

Diarrhoea.  13  deaths  occurred  from  Diarrhoea  as  compared 
with  5  in  1902  ;  36  in  1901  and  27  in  1900 

Erysipelas.  47  cases  were  notified,  all  of  whom  recovered, 
compared  with  33  cases  and  one  death  in  1902. 

Measles.  14  deaths  were  recorded  from  this  complaint,  as 
compared  with  13  in  1902. 

Phthisis.  'This  caused  22  deaths  as  compared  with  31  in  1902; 
the  rate  being  0  86  in  1903  and  1 '22  per  thousand  in  1902. 

Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  and  Pleurisy  were  responsible  for 
88  deaths  as  compared  with  93  in  1902,  The  death  rate  in  1903 
being  3'45  and  in  1902  3.60  per  thousand 

Heart  Disease  resulted  in  28  deaths,  as  compared  with  19 
deaths  in  1902,  and  38  in  1901. 
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Injuries  caused  8  deaths,  as  compared  with  ri  in  1902  and  10 
in  1901. 

Water  Supply.  Some  complaints  have  been  made  about  the 
Water,  but  I  am  informed  that  the  alterations  and  improvements  in 
the  supply  by  the  Joint  Water  Board  are  now  being'  so  rapidly  and 
effectively  proceeded  with,  that  in  the  near  future  all  causes  of  com¬ 
plaint  will  be  effectually  removed. 

Milk  Supply.  The  quality  of  the  milk  supply  is  very  satis¬ 
factory.  Numerous  samples  have  been  taken  during  the  year,  and 
all  have  been  found  up  to  standard  and  good. 

Cemetery.  Again  would  I  ask  that  the  Cemetery  be  pushed 
forward.  Naturally,  year  by  year  its  want  becomes  more  urgent,  and 
any  avoidable  delay  in  the  matter  is  against  the  best  health  interests  of 
the  District. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901.  The  various  new  duties 
imposed  on  the  Local  Authority  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  have 
been  satisfactorily  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Workshops.  There  are  130  Workshops  on  the  register  as  com¬ 
pared  with  126  in  1902.  The  various  provisions  have  been  complied 
with  generally,  and  where  fault  has  been  found,  notices  have  been  served. 

Factories.  All  have  Fire  Escapes  connected  with  them.  Any 
sanitary  conveniences  found  deficient  have  been  promptly  remedied. 

I  append  the  report  of  Mr.  Smith,  Sanitary  Inspector,  from  which 
you  will  gather  the  great  amount  of  work  done  in  his  department  during 
the  year. 

Sanitary  Inspector’s  Annual  Report,  1903. 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Fourth  Annual  Report, 
being  an  account  of  the  work  carried  out  in  the  Health  Department 
during  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1903. 

The  work  in  this  Department  has  greatly  increased  by  the  claims 
made  upon  Local  Authorities  to  comply  with  the  various  Laws  regulating 
the  supervision  of  the  Public  Health. 

The  work  of  Street  Scavenging,  although  not  giving  entire  satis- 


faction,  is  more  systematically  attended  to  than  was  the  case  formerly. 

The  Sand  Spreading  Machine  purchased  by  your  Committee,  is 
working  very  satisfactorily,  and  has  been  already  a  great  saving  of  time 
and  labour  in  sanding  the  streets  in  times  of  frost.  Another  of  these 
machines  would  make  the  difficulties  much  easier,  and  at  the  same  time 
be  a  saving  financially. 

There  are  1147  Trapped  and  1280  Untrapped  Street  Gullies  regu¬ 
larly  emptied.  I  have  received  many  complaints  ot  stench  arising  from 
the  Public  Sewers  through  these  untrapped  gullies,  and  the  open  Man¬ 
hole  Covers.  More  Ventilating  Shafts,  and  a  regular  system  of  taking  the 
solids  from  the  bottom  of  Manholes  would  be  a  means  likely  to  cause 
the  complaints  to  be  fewer. 

The  Workshops  have  been  periodically  visited.  One  occupier  was 
reported  for  not  limewashing  his  Bakehouse  within  the  time  limit.  The 
cause  of  complaint,  as  regards  Factories,  a  number  of  complaints  have 
been  made  by  the  Factory  Inspector,  structural  defects  in  Sanitary  con¬ 
veniences  being  the  chief  cause  of  complaint  ;  those  which  have  not 
already  been  remedied  are  having  attention. 

The  Slaughterhouses  have  been  periodically  visited  at  irregular 
intervals.  The  attention  of  one  occupier  was  drawn  to  his  premises 
not  being  kept  in  conformity  with  the  Bye-laws,  this  has  been  remedied. 

The  Market  has  been  visited  regularly  by  your  Medical  Officer  and 
myself,  several  seizures,  and  destruction  of  unsound  Fruit  have  Been 
made,  but  no  prosecutions  instituted. 

The  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  have  been  visited,  these 
have  been  duly  lime-washed  and  clean.  Forty-eight  samples  of  Milk 
have  been  taken  during  the  year,  the  quality  of  same  causing  no  com¬ 
plaint. 

During  the  year  I  have  made  85  visits  to  the  Canal  Bank  and  in¬ 
spected  45  boats,  some  of  these  several  times.  I  met  with  1 1  infringe¬ 
ments  of  the  Canal  Boats  Acts  on  10  boats,  viz.,  2  boats  without  Certi¬ 
ficates,  3  insufficient  Ventilation,  1  wanted  repairs  and  painting,  5  no 
Water  Cask.  Promises  were  made  to  have  all  the  infringements 
remedied. 
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As  shown  in  the  Tabulated  Statement,  you  will  see  that  the  Ashpits 
throughout  the  District  are  scavenged  more  regularly  than  was  the 
case  some  time  ago.  The  difficulties  in  this  branch  of  work  have 
been  gradually  lessened,  for  the  year  1895  the  District  was  scavenged 
less  than  4  times,  and  during  the  year  1903,  15  times,  and  I  am  con¬ 
vinced  that  if  the  water  carriage  system  was  adopted  at  all  premises, 
where  practical,  the  complaints  caused  by  this  branch  of  work  would 
be  less  than  they  are  at  present.
